Details of Charges. 

Lacoco was aceused in five 
counts of evading a total of $28,- 
057 in federal income taxes dur- 
ing the years 1944 to 1948, in- 
clusive. The indictment stated 
he paid a total of $19,307 in 
taxes on a reported net income 
of $65,588 when he should have 
paid $47,365 on a true net in- 
come of $130,250 during the five- 
year period. 

Hayden was indicted in a single 
count for evasion of $1023 in fed- 
eral taxes in 1948. His return 
listed net income for that year of 
$4500 on which he paid a tax

confronting the city and would 
renew his appeal to the Governor, 

“If. the Governor remains ob- 
stinate” and does not change his 
mind about a special session, 
sharp reductions in city services 
will have to be made without de- 
lay, the Mayor added. 

Expiration of the enabling act 
on July 17 would deprive the city 
of $7,000,000 a year in revenue. 
Darst met with city department 
heads today to try to determine 
what operating economies can be 
effected without endangering pub- 
lic health and welfare. 

Revised Budget Plan Ready. 

City Comptroller Milton Car- 
penter announced that he has 
ready a tentative budget plan 
which would cut projected expen- 
ditures by $4,000,000 to $4,500,000 
during the next fiscal year. He 
said he would recommend that 
the Mayor call an emergency 
meeting of the Board of te 
and Apportionment to consider 
repeal the present $39,500,000 
budget ordinance. 

Mayor Darst said he considered 
reductions exceeding $4,000,000 as

The measure would declare it 
against public policy for industry 
to discriminate because of race 
or religion when hiring, firing or 
advancing workers. A commission 
would be set up to police indus- 
try against discrimination. 

Report by Committee. 

Truman issued a_ statement 
plugging for FEPC on receiving a 
report from à committee he 
created to study armed service 
policies in relation to minority 
groups. 

That report predicted there will 
be equality of treatment and op- 
portunity for all persons in the 
armed forces “within the reason- 
ably near future.” It predicted 
also that a gain in military effi- 
ciency will result. 


“IT hope the Senate will take 
this report into consideration as 
it debates the merits of FEPC, 
and that, as I urged in my State 
of the Union message in January, 
it will permit this important 
measure to come to a vote,” the 
President said. 


Free Nations Count on U.S.’ 


“Today, the free people of the 
world are looking to us for the 
moral leadership that will unite 
them in a common purpose. The 
free nations of the world are 
counting on our strength to sus- 
tain them as they mobilize their 
energies to resist Communist im- 
perialism. 

“We have accepted these re- 
sponsibilities gladly and freely. 
We shall meet them with the sure 
knowledge that we can move for- 
ward in the solution of our own 
problems in accordance with the 
noblést of our national ideals— 
the belief that all men are creat- 
ed equal.”

Acceptance of Proposals. 


In its report to the President 
today, the group said that all of 
fits recommendations have been 
approved and accepted by him, by 
Secretary of Defense Johnson, 
and the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
President Truman urged Congress 
today to provide for “basin-wide 
development” of the power and 
and other resources of the na- 
tion’s rivers. 
In a special message, he said 
the legislators failed to give 
“proper enacting ther ecent $1,- 
700,000,000 rivers and harbors bill. 
Truman signed the big bill last 
week. He said he did so because 
most of the work authorized “is 
based upon careful planning, and 
will be of lasting value as an in- 
vestment in the development and 
use of our national resources.” 
“In a number of particulars, 
however, the act is seriously de- 
ficient,” his message said. “I ex- 
pect to take such remedial Action 
as is open to me, and I request 
further legislative action by the 
Congress, to meet these deficien- 
cies.” 
The President criticized particu- 
larly Congress’ rejection of his 
proposal for the establishment of 
a Columbia Valley Administration 
to supervise development work in 
the Pacific Northwest. 
Truman noted that he directed 
the Army and the Interior De- 
partment nearly three years ago 
to prepare a joint plan for the 
Columbia river basin. 
He said they recommended a 
schedule of projects and a “basin 
account” to permit a unified op- 
eration of federal projects.

Says Action Would Aid

L.U. Director Patrick Murphy 
Malin and Arthur Garfield Hays, 
general counsel.

Nevada, and Forrest C. Donnell,

“Such prompt action,” the 
A.C.L.U. asserted, “would con- 
stitute further impressive evi- 
dence that our Congress stands 
ready to redress the grievances of 
even the most obscure persons 
including aliens. It would be 
eloquent testimony that American 
democracy, unlike totalitarianism, 
respects the rights of all individ- 
uals. It would strengthen demo- 
cratic anti-Communist forces in 
the world-wide struggle for free- 
dom.” 

The letter reviewed what it 
termed the now celebrated 
Knauff case,” and pointed out 
that while the Supreme Court 
éarlier this year ruled that the

From the position, the ground 
crew could tell that a course of 
222 would bring the Air Force 
plane into the clear at Lebanon, 
Tenn., about 25 miles east of 
Nashville. 

From there the C-82 could see 
the high-intensity flashing lights 
of the Nashville airport and head 
for Smyrna and home. The whole 
process took about two hours.

officials in this country—but at the same time refusing to recognize 
the Peiping Government as such, declining to transact most kinds 
of official business with it, and denying diplomatic status to most 
‘Chinese Communist representatives. 


This bizarre state of affairs 
could result from the fact that 
the Peiping Government may be 
able within the next few months 
to win a majority vote in favor 
of accepting its delegates as the 


Chinese representatives in the 
United Nations Security Council 
and the Far Eastern Commission. 

Washington has announced that 
this country will accept the dedi- 
sions of all international bodies 
concerned, arrived at by whatever 
majority vote is required in each 
case, as to whether China should 
bes represented by Communist or 
Nationalist delegates. The United 
States will vote against seating 
the Communists, and will con- 
tinue indefinitely to recognize the 
Nationalists as the lawful rulers 
of China, the State Department 
has emphasized. Hawever, this 
country will not veto a majority 
decision—and the Chinese Com- 
munists are already close to hav- 
ing majorities in their favor in 
both the Security Council and the 
Far Eastern Commission. 


Thus it is perfectly possible 
that Communists will be repre- 
genting China in both bodies be- 
fore the year is out, and that 
the United States will be dealing 
With delegates ‘appointed to both 
bodies by Peiping. 


Question Never Came Up. 


The question apparently has 
never before arisen whether this 
country should grant diplomatic 
status to delegates to the U.N. 
and Far Eastern Commission 
named by a government which the 
United States does not recognize, 
and officials are reluctant to dis- 
cuss it. The concensus seems to 
be, however, that if Washington 
agrees that Communist delegates 
may represent China in an inter- 
national organization which oper- 
ates in this country, then the 
United States probably will ex- 
tend diplomatic tus to those 
delegates, as it does to all others. 


If this happens, Chinese Com- 
munist rep ntatives will enjoy 
diplomatic privileges and immuni- 
ties for some purposes and in 
some places, but not others, and 
they too, may suffer from split 
personality as a result. 


Thus the Chinese Red delegates 
to the U.N. presumably would 
have diplomatic status while en- 
gaged in U.N. business, -while 
going to and from U.N. sessions 
and while on U.N. premises and 
in their own domiciles and the 
general area of Flushing Meadows 
and Lake Success. They would not 
have diplomatic privileges and 
immunities, however, under any 
other circumstances.

Mos- 
cow thinks that membership in 
these bodies would encourage a 
degree of independence of action 
on Peiping’s part which the Sov- 
iets consider undesirable, in this 
view. 

If these experts are proven 
right, a.lot of people here are 
going to heave a deep sigh of re- 
lief.

He knows 
that the House of Representatives passed a bill 
to achieve this long overdue change—passed it 
by the overwhelming vote of 100 to 8. He knows 
that the committee which he appointed and on 
which he himself sat bottled up this House bill 
for seven months. And he knows that when it 
was too late his committee—twice his commit- 
tee—tried to clear itself by reporting out a 
compromise substitute. 1 

If the Allison excuse has even an infinitesimal 
merit, why did he permit his committee to put 
its name to any kind of bill? Why did he not 
introduce a resolution saying that all this was 
unnecessary—that so far as the Missouri Legisla- 
ture was concerned all the Bo of Curators 
had to do was to ignore the State Constitution 
and take down the race ban at Columbia? 

Emery W. Allison hung himself on this hook. 
He cannot get off by any such maneuver with 
mirrors as that through which he went at Rolla. 
If he wants voters to pay any attention to 
what he may say on other issues, he had better 
try again on this one. 

Meantime, we commend Mr. Allison’s dodge 


to the gentleman in the White House who only 


a week ago bravely reaffirmed his stand for 
equal civil rights for all citizens.

Six Days 

On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioner’s office was 
blasted and vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen. From 
that day to this, no agency of the law, not even 
the celebrated FBI, has brought about the arrest 
of the guilty persor or persons. Since the statute 
of limitations takes effect after three years, the 
FBI has six days to solve this outrageous crime 
against the cornerstone of American democracy 
Free and honest elections. 
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Rule by 32 Per Cent 
The Senate needs a new and more reasonable 
rule for closing debate. That is made clear by 
an analysis of last week’s vote in which efforts 


to defeat the FEPC filibuster failed. 


Thirty-two votes were cast against the petition 
to close debate on a motion to take up FEPC. 
Practically speaking, that is enough to sustain 
almost any filibuster. For under the present 
Senate rule those who wish to stop talking and 
start considering have to muster 64 votes, or 
two-thirds of the entire membership. 

Where did those 32 votes in support of the 
filibuster come from? They came from 26 Demo- 
crats and six Republicans, representing the fol-

With one exception (Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire), no votes in support of the filibuster came 
from the heavily populated states lying north of 
the Ohio and east of the Mississippi Valley. None 
came from the populous and growing Pacific 
Coast. The filibuster was sustained by the voice 
of the South and the voice of some of the small- 
est Western states. : 

On the basis of 1940 census figures, the popu- 
lation of those states which contributed one or 
two votes to the filibuster totals 41,981,707. 

On the same basis, the population of those 
states not represented in the filibuster totals 
89,687,293. 

Thus the will of Senators representing 68 per 
eent of the American people was balked by the 
votes of Senators representing 32 per cent of 
the people. The voice of 20 of the smaller 
states spoke more decisively than the voice of 
28 states containing the bulk of the population. 

Nobody seriously objects to the unbalance of 
representation in the Senate when it comes to 
adopting legislation. The founding fathers de- 
liberately gave each state two Senate votes to 
offset the representation of sheer numbers in 
the House. 

But minority rule within the Senate is another 
matter. When one-third of the members can 
prevent two-thirds from even considering a piece 
of legislation, the result is not democracy and it 
is not within the spirit of the Constitution. The 
Senate needs a new cloture rule. 


The nation’s waterways will continue to carry 
pork as well as mud. President Truman has 


fore it can do much about any of them, the 
county will have to find more money and extend 
its limited power for central planning. 

The county’s current deficit may run to a 
half-million dollars. The new home rule charter, 
effective Jan. 1, calls for a balanced budget. The 
county will not have a balanced budget, much 
less an expansion of services, unless it makes 
further use of its tax power. It may have to ask 
the Legislature for new taxing authority. 

To use its limited revenues efficiently, the 
county will have to consolidate many overlap- 
ping services, beginning with sewers. Under the 
new charter, towns and districts may seek the 
county’s help in providing common services, but 
this provision will not be effective unless the 
citizens insist upon it. 


Above everything else, the county needs a 


sense of unity. Its myriad officials and its vot- 
ers will have to think less in terms of their tight 
little towns and neighborhoods, and more in 
terms of county-wide responsibility. 

St. Louis county has won, in its new charter, 


permission to overcome some of its balkaniza- 


tion, and to legislate for itself, to modernize its 
services and build new facilities. Only strong 
popular will can produce these results. The 
county’s choice is progress or a patchwork. 
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A Minor Omission 

Some sort of record for playing it safe was 
reached when Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg 
introduced a bill calling for an election on the 
new city charter. It’s a fine bill. The only 
thing that isn’t in it is when the election is to 
be held. 7 

This is like debating a resolution which omits 
everything after the Whereases, or a bill to 
erect a stop sign which doesn’t say where the 
stop sign is to be. This is one way to make sure 
that nobody can be offended. Neither those poli- 
ticlans who hope to defeat the charter, nor 
those citizens who hope to improve the city’s 
government. 

The least a grateful city could do in recogni- 
tion of this meritorious service is to award 
Alderman Ziegenbalg a suitably inscribed scroll 
—with his name omitted, of course. The least 
the Aldermen could do is insert Nov. 7, the 
date of the next general election, in the blank 
space in that bill, to make sure that citizens 
will vote on the charter on the date when there 
is the greatest chance for a large turn-out at 
the polls. 
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What's the Reason? 


Within the next-day or so the Senate is ex- 
pected to act on five more- government reorgan- 
ization plans. So far the Senate has considered 
six of these and killed five, in a flurry of ill- 
considered action. Why is this?

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Senators have expressed two general com- : 


plaints against the plans offered by President 
Truman. One is that reorganization would give 
heads of government agencies too much power. 
They also charge that the President’s plans do 
not follow the Hoover Commission’s specific pro- 


One of the principles of the Hoover reports 
was to strengthen the executive chain of com- 
mand, and to consolidate responsibility with the 
department chiefs, where it should be. If these 
executives are not given more authority, it will 
be impossible for them to conduct any serious 
reorganization. 

While it is true that the President’s plans do 
not follow the Hoover Commission ideas in 
every particular, and one proposal was complete- 
ly outside the commission’s scheme, still the 
Citizens Committee for the Hoover Report urged 
acceptance of all but that one. Mr. Hoover him- 
self is alarmed by the attacks. : 

Hence there is not enough truth.in either 
complaint to justify wholesale slaughter of re- 
organization. About the only explanation left 
for what is ha g lies in politics. Hoover 
plan supporters, the Associated Press notes, sus- 
pect that some Republicans and anti-Truman 
Democrats will overlook no opportunity to ‘shoot 
holes in the President's program. 

If that is the correct explanation, then the 
repeated blows to government efficiency and 


economy, have established some kind of record 


for partisan irresponsibility. 
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Up to Pulaski County 

State’s Attorney Warner Wall of Pulaski coun- 
ty, Illinois, facing disbarment proceedings filed 
by the board of governors of the [Dlinois Bar 
Association, says “I'm a victim of persecution.” 

Few detached observers would agree with 
him. By his own statement, Mr. Wall, up to 
1948, collected more thafi $30,000 in fines or 
“donations” from gamblers in Pulaski county, 
the money being used to pay his salary and 
other county expenses. He admitted freely that 
the laws of Illinois had been violated in Pulaski 
county. He defended his cozy arrangement with 
the gamblers on the ground that it was “in the 
best interests of my people at home.” 

In view of this record it would have been sur- 
prising if the Illinois Bar Association had not 
acted to make Mr. ‘Wall ineligible for his office. 
And it would be even more surprising if the 
people of Pulaski county do not agree with 
Bar Association. | : 

The ultimate remedy lies in Pulaski county. 
The State of Illinois and professional bodies like 


the Bar Association must maintain statewide 


standards of law enforcement and public moral- 


ty, but in the end it is up to each lécal com- 


munity to put its own house in order. If that is 
done, there need be no éisbarment actions and 


“no “invasions” by state police. 


But unless it is done, state action will have 
the support of the great majority of citizens.

We have said that “Freedom to think is 
absolute of its own nature; the most 
tyrannical government is powerless to con- 
trol the inward workings of the mind.” 
But people can be, and in less democratic 
countries have been, made to suffer for 
their admitted or conjectured thoughts. 


Individual freedom and governmental 
thought-probing cannot live together. As 
the court admits even today, under the 
First Amendment “beliefs are inviolate.” 


Crucial to the court’s contrary holding 
is the premise that congressional power to 
regulate trade and 
traffic includes 
power to proscribe 
“beliefs and political 
affiliations.” No case 
cited by the court 
provides the least 
vestige of support 
for thus holding that 
the commerce clause 
restriets the right to 
think. 

On the contrary, 
the First Amend- 
ment was added 
after adoption of 
the Constitution for : 
the express purpose Justice Black 
of barring Congress from using previously 
granted powers to abridge belief or its 
expression. Freedom to think is inevitably 
abridged when beliefs are penalized by 
imposition of civil disabilities, 


Oaths Used as Weapons 


Since Section 9 ch) (the Taft-Hartley 
test oath provision for labor union offi- 
cers) was passed to exclude certain beliefs 
from one arena of the national economy, it 
was quite natural to utilize the test oath 
as a weapon. History attests the efficacy 
of that instrument for inflicting penalties 
and disabilities on obnoxious minorities. 


It was one of the major devices used 
against the Huguenots in France, and 
against “heretics” during the Spanish In- 
quisition. It helped English rulers identify 
and outlaw Catholics, Quakers, Baptists 
and Congregationalists—groups considered 
dangerous for political as well as religious 
reasons. And wherever the test oath was 
in vogue, spies and informers found. re- 
wards far more tempting than truth. 
Painful awareness of the evils of thought 
espionage made such oaths “an abomina- 
tion to the founders of this nation.“ 
Whether religious, political, or both, test 
oaths are implacable foes of free thought. 
By approving their imposition, this court 
has injected compromise into a field where 
the First Amendment forbids compromise. 


Just a Small Restraint 


Before the United States Supreme Court 


imposed on proscribed groups are seldom 
static, even though the rate of expansion 
may not move in geometric progression 
from discrimination to arm-band to ghetto 
and worse. Thus I cannot regard e 
court’s holding as one which merely b 
Communists from holding union office and 
nothing more. 

For its reasoning would apply just as 
forcibly to statutes barring Communists 
and their suspected sympathizers from 
election to political office, mere member- 
ship in unions, and in fact from getting 
or holding any jobs whereby they could 
earn a living. 


A Far Bolder Philosophy 


Never before has this court held that 
the Government could for any reason at- 
taint persons for their political beliefs or 
affiliations. It does so today. 


Guilt should not be imputed solely from 
association or affiliation with political 
parties or any other organization, however 
much we abhor the ideas which they advo- 
cate. Like anyone else, individual Com- 
munists who commit overt acts in violation 


‘of valid laws can and should be punished. 


But the postulate of the First Amendment 
is that our free institutions can be main- 
tained without proscribing or penalizing 
political belief, speech, press, assembly, or 
party affiliation. 

This is a far bolder philosophy than 
despotic rulers can afford to follow. It is 
the heart of the system on which our free- 
dom depends. 

Fears of alien ideologies have frequently 
agitated he nation and inspired legislation 
airfed at suppressing advocaty of those 
ideologies. At such times the fog of pub- 
lic excitement obscures the ancient land- 
marks set up in our Bill of Rights. Yet 
then, of all times, should this court adhere 
most closely to the course they mark. 


Calm Words of Freedom 


This was done in DeJonge v. Oregon, 
where the court struck down a state 
statute making it a crime to participate in 
a meeting conductéd by Communists. It 
had been stipulated that the Communist 
party advocated violent overthrow of the 
Government. Speaking through Chief 
Justice Hughes, a unanimous court calmly 
announced time-honored principles that 
should govern this court today: 

“The greater the importance of safe- 
guarding the community from incitements 
to the overthrow of our institutions by 
force and violence, the more imperative is 
the need to preserve inviolate the consti- 
tutional rights of free speech, free press 
and free assembly in order to maintain the

How It Could Happen Here 


A r STORY, by John Deiss. [Duell, Sloan 
& Péarce, 313 pt., $3.)

WHEN FATHER AND MOTHER take.every little upset of 
their own as a very serious matter indeed, complaining loudly 
about their headaches (inherited from grandfather Jacob), of 
their delicate stomachs (usually aggravated by overeating), 
when they recite a long story of their ills, remedies and experi- 
ences with physicians, the children form the notion that illness 
is something that makes people interesting and brings its own 
rewards in attention and respect not to be gained from stout 
heart. The pattern of ill health is being set in them and their 
habits form on that basis. 

Nobody would neglect an ailing child but the care given 
him should not stress the importance of his ailment. It should 
be only what the need demands, no more. There should be no 
expression of pity. Sympathy, kindness and essential care of 
course, but no spilling over of emotion. Fear must be hidden 

and a cheerful face, voice and attitude turned toward the 
child’s situation, lest a habit of weakness be set in his mind. 
* * * 

CHILDREN WILL HURT themselves. There will be cuts to 
bandage, bones to be set, scraped knees to bathe and soothe, 
These must be met with calm, professional attitude, the neces- 
sary attention given them, and only a cheery assurance, a hope- 
ful forward look permitted in the association of patient and 
nurse. 

Nothing in excess must be a principle of child training as 
fn every other field of life. Care but never too much care; af-

: By Albert H. Morehead : 


N the early, gracious days of 
bridge, it was polite to com- 
mence the play of each hand by 
asking “May I lead, partner?” 
Whereupon partner replied, “Pray 
do.” In Canasta, however, the 
question “May I go out, partner?” 


is not politeness. It is a way of 


telling partner you are able to go 
out, and sometimes he will decide 
you should do so. But if you are 
using the privilege correctly, in 
many cases he may say, “Pray 
don’t.” That was what the player 
who held the following hand for- 
got. : 


The game was well along and 
both sides were down with melds 
that included canastas. The oppo- 
nents’ melds also included six 
kings and three sevens. The player 
we watched had been holding 
K-7-7 simply because he couldn't 
safely discard them, when he was 
lucky enough to draw a third 
seven. Then he made the mistake 
of being “polite”; he asked his 
partner, “May I go out?” 
Partner had a couple of wild 
cards with which he could com- 
plete at least one more canasta 
for his side if given another turn. 
He couldn't dream his partner 
would ask if a negative answer 


would make immediate trouble: 


he just wanted another.turn and 


thought that if his partner asked 
again on the next turn he would 
say “Yes” and let the deal end. 
So he answered “No.” 

Now this player was in difficul- 
ties. He couldn't go out, once his 
partner said “No.” If he discarded 
a king, it would give the oppo- 
nents the pack and an immediate 
canasta. If he discarded a seven 
it would only give them the pack. 
So he threw a seven. 


This was another mistake. True, 
it would be painful to give the 
opponents a canasta right then 
and there; but at least it would 
leave him able to go out on his 
next turn. Instead, he had to con- 
tinue feeding the.pack to the 
opponents and eventually it cost 


several canastas. All because he 


had been needlessly “polite.”

RIDAY afternoon we ended 

the current session of the Hu- 

man Rights Commission, after 
holding more than 200 meetings. 
I think eight weeks is perhaps 
too long a period for people, many 
of whom have important obliga- 
tions in their home areas, to give 
un. everything to come to the 
United Nations headquarters. 
Nevertheless they did, and worked 
hard and faithfully. 

The delegate from Yugoslavia 
remarked to me the other night 
that at home, outside of his work 
for his government, to which he 
gave seven hours a day, he taught 
all afternoon in a university. He 
wondered, while he was gone over 
this long period, what was hap- 


_ pening to his classes. I was im- 


pressed also by what he told me 
of the extent to which all people 
work in Yugoslavia because of 
the needs since the war. He and 
his wife, for instance, have two 
children. Fortunately, his mother 
is able to help with their care 
while his wife goes to work. She 
leaveswith him at 7 o’clock every 
morning and works until 2. One 
can not help admiring the kind 
of energy which carries through a 
daily * ot that kind.

THE LAST SESSION of our 
commission was televised at the 
moment when we adopted the re- 
port transmitting our work to the 
Economic and Social Council. 
Then each,member was asked to 
say a few words on the work of 
the commission. In a way it was 
an historic occasion, for it marked 
the end of the first efforts to 
write in legal form a treaty on 
the subject of human rights to 
be submitted to the nations for rat- 
ification. When so much thought 
is of necessity turned today pri- 
mary on the question of war and

Since the 
end of the war, 80,000 people in 
23 countries have been taught to 
be skilled in some trade. In North 
Africa these training centers are 
perhaps most needed because of 
great poverty there among some 
of the Jewish groups, but in many 
places the training is extended 
to any displaced people who need 
it. In the school I saw in Paris, 
for example, there were people 
from many countries, all of whom 
were learning to do skilled work 
of some kind. I hope this cele- 
bration will bring well-deserved 
recognition to an organization that 
has worked long and faithfully 
for the good of others.

(C “Dr. Crane, it seems to me that our churches ought to 
run employment agencies,” he told me. “I have gone to 
church ever since I can remember. And 1 am an active mem- 
ber, as well as a Sunday school 
teacher of a boy’s class. But the 
trouble with some of our preachers 
is that they spend too much time 
answering questions that nobody 

ever asks! 

“Today we Americans want jobs 
and wives or husbands, and infor- 
mation on how to meet the daily 
problems that confront us. We 
need to know what line of work 
we are fitted for and how to win 
friends and carry on an interest- 
ing conversation. Our churches oc- 

cupy valuable property that is tax exempt, so they ought to 
get down to more practical projects. Don't you think so, Dr. 
Crane?”

PERHAPS THERE IS STILL too much theology and an- 
elent history expounded from our pulpits and far too little 
horse sense or sound applied psychology. 

“Faith without works is dead,” states the Scripture. 

Clark’s suggestions about an employment service con- 
ducted by the churches is an admirable one. Nor does it 
involve any great cost in time or energy, at least if cenducted 
on a local basis. 

In my large evening classes at Northwestern, I used to 
operate such an employment service. Whenever a student 
knew that his company was in the market for a stenographer 
or salesman, accountant or engineer, I let the student have a 
couple of minutes to make the announcement. Every semester, 
therefore, students in my classes obtained new jobs or better 
ones through this simple plan.

IF THE CLERGYMAN would simpiy make available a 
portion of the bulletin board for small, typewritten announce- 
ments regarding jobs available, plus church members who are 
looking for work, people could pin their own announcements 
on that board even without bothering the clergyman or his 
secretary. 

Ideally, of course, this plan could be carried out on @ 
much larger scale whereby all the churches of a given de- 
nomination in the city and state, would maintain a mimeo- 
graphed monthly bulletin, listing the jobs available in firms 
operated by their members.

IF THE CHURCHES were on their toes and as alert to 
contemporary needs as Jesus was, they would engage in con- 
sumer surveys, just as many enterprising business firms now 
do. 

They'd then find out, that people like peppy sermons with 
much narration and frequent reference to current places or 
events. They'd find that people want a scientifie method for 
meeting eligible members of the opposite sex. Churches should 
run Dating Bureaus. People are hungry for vocational guid- 
ance and information on sex problems of the married, as well 
as sex problems of young people.

Boss Moved In on Gambling

Chief Allen made headlines recently when he told a United 
States Senate subcommittee investigating gambling that gambling 
could be licked and that he knew because he had licked it in 
Youngstown. Here in his own words is the second of a series of 
articles on how he got the job done.

YOUNGSTOWN, O., May 22 
HAD been chief of police at 
Youngstown for only three or 
four weeks when one of the 
local bookmakers came to head- 
quarters to pay me a visit. I 
gathered that he was a spokes- 
man for all the 15 bookies who 
had been running full blast until 
a short time before and that they 
wanted to know what the new 
“setup” was going to be. They 
figured the heat had been on 
long enough to satisfy the more 
W among 7 ge "a 
e emissary n’t stay 
my office long. I told him to get 
going, keep going, and to tell the 
rest of the boys to do the same 


I.can’t say I was surprised that 
a hoodlum had the nerve to make 
a formal call on the police chief. 
After all, there had been a “set- 
up” in Youngstown for years. 
Why shouldn't there be one again? 


Before Mayor Charles P. Hen- 
derson was elected in November 
1947 on a “smash-racket-rule” 
platform and brought me here 
from Erie, Pa., with strict orders 
to clean out the rackets, the set- 
up” had worked smoothly enough. 


In 1945 a gent famed Joe Di 
Carlo moved to Youngstown from 
Buffalo, where things had gotten 
a little rough for him. Joe Di 
Carlo is a portly character with 
quite a past. He has been known 
among friends as The Wolf“ and 
“The Boss” and since 1920 he 
has had 27 separate run-ins with 
authorities in various states. 


Starting in 1924 he served six 
years in the penitentiary for first 
degree assault, but since then he 
has spent very little time in jail 
although the charges against him, 
at one time or another, included 
conspiracy and intimidating wit+ 
nesses, vagrancy, illegal registra- 
tion for voting, coercion, extor- 
tion, and bookmaking. 


Joe Di Carlo, by the way, is 
still active around Youngstown. 
We have chased him beyond the 
city limits into Mahoning county 
where gambling still is tolerated. 

Di Carlo came to Youngstown 
because the gangsters in Cleve- 
land told him that S was a 
wide-open town that needed a 
little “organizing.” He organized 


things, all right. The bookies were 


informed that Di Carlo was in,“ 
and the bookies paid the gat boy 
from Buffalo 50 per cent of their 
receipts. Evidently they thought 


and 


that half a loaf was better than 
none. 

I'd say the local bookies did 
about $500,000 worth of business 
a year and that another $500,000 
or more a year was bet through 
the racing wire service that was 
headquartered here then. How 
much of that money wound up 
with Di Carlo and his hoods 
might be gauged by the report 
that when Mayor Henderson un- 
expectedly got elected, Di Carlo 
demanded a refund of $90,000 
which he is said to have contrib- 
uted to the cause of the defeated 
political machine. 

All this went on under the eyes 
and noses of the administration 
lice. The gangsters were 
on such fine footing with some of 
the cops that even after I came 
here a mobster went to see one 
of my officers and asked him to 
— off a couple of shotguns for 

im. 

The Empire News Service, a 
subsidiary of the nation-wide Con- 
tinental Press syndicate, really 
had police buffaloed. Its race 
wire serviced all the large cities 
of the state from here. It used an 
elaborate Western Union trans- 
mitting and receiving setup, print- 
ed a tip sheet on its own printing 
presses, and at one time had 16 
trunk lines > its offices. 

* * 


HEN I came here the boys on 

the job told me we couldn't 

even enter the premises of 
Empire News. In 1931 police had 
raided the place and ripped out 
some phones without authority 
and the mobsters went into the 
courts and got an injunection. 
When I came to see them 17 years 
later they still showed that in- 
junction. It was a yellowed piece 
of paper and the gamblers held 
the document as if they had the 
original copy of the Declaration 
of Independence. 

Conditions in the police depart- 
ment were as you might expect. 
Cops carried borrowed guns they 
had never fired. Records were 
kept in shoe boxes. Meanwhile, 
slot machine operators were hi- 
jacking éach other’s cars in reg- 
ular warfare, people disappeared 
without a trace, and crimes that 
had their roots in gambling and 
other vice remained unsolved. 

The attitude at headquarters 
soon changed. For the first time 
the whole force received a $60-a- 
year uniform allowance and every- 
body bought a new uniform he 
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could wear with pride. I laid 
down the law on drinking while 
in uniform. We cleared off the 
outdoor firing range that hadn't 
been used in years and, with $60 
worth of materials and plenty of 
free aid from the merchants, built 
an indoor range worth $8000 that 
has since been written up in the 
FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin. 

When I arrived in January 1948 
officers of the traffic bureau 
weren't even wearing the same 
color uniform as the rest of the 
force. They weren't investigating 
traffic. accidents, either. None, 
that is, except those causing death 
or personal injuries. Investigation 
of traffic accidents is like a doc- 
tor’s diagnosis. It must be com- 
plete to be constructive. Only 
when you know the pattern of 
traffic accidents, where most of 
them happen, at what time of 
day, and what causes most of 
them, can you do anything to 
curb them. * 


OUNGSTO wasn’t bother- 
ing with anything like that, 
and life for pedestrians was 
consequently a little dangerous. 
The town Was near the bottom 


of the list of the nation’s 


cities so far as traffic safety 
went. For more than 25 years 
there had been an average 
of 34 deaths a year. Some years 
there were more than 50. We in- 
troduced modern methods, and 
last year we cut traffic fatalities 
to 20. So far this year there 
have been six—compared to last 
year’s nine. 

As some of these innovations 
took root I called in the local 
bookies, one or two at a time. 
They were either out of business 
or operating in hide-outs in the 
county by that time, and they 
were so resentful of Di Carlo that 
it looked for a while as if we 
might be able to put “the Boss” 
away. g 

The bookies were mad at Di 
Carlo because of what they called 
“the muscle.” They were making 
a lush living in 1945 when Big 
Joe hit town and proceeded to 
“organize.” I told the bookies I 
wouldn’t prosecute them for what 
they did before I came to Youngs- 
town if they would tell me exactly 
how they got involved with “the 
muscle.” 

Finally, oné of the small fry 
operators talked. It happened in 
March 1945, he said, just when 
he was vacationing in Florida. 
His pals sent him urgent mes- 
sages to come home because there 
was to be a new “setup.” He 
came home and was promptly vis- 
ited by a Di Carlo representative. 


“If I wanted to stay in the busi- |; 


ness I was going to have to kick 
in 50 per cent of the profits,” 
the bookie said he was told. It 
was up to him to take it or leave 
it. “lf you don't agree,” he was 
told, “you won't operate in 
Youngstown. You wouldn’t get 
your wire service because we 
control it.” They also told the 
bookie they were doing him a 
special favor to let him operate 
at all.

OLICE CHIEF EDWARD J. 

ALLEN JR. doesn’t look 

like a gangbuster. A wiry, 
athletic type with a full shock 
of curly dark hair, he is al- 
ways armed on the job, usually 
wears both belt and suspenders 
but hardly ever dons a hat. 
He speaks softly, chewing the 
while on a badly tarnished let- 
ter opener. When there is a 
point to be made the chief 
wields the letter opener like a 
samurai sword.

a statement I have from this 
bookie, he turned over $3000 a 
month to Di Carlo’s man, and 
during some months it was more 
than that. He also confided that 
from March 1945 to the end of 
1947 he listed Joe Di Carlo and 
two of Joe’s henchmen as his 
partners in the gambling business 
every time he made out his fed- 
eral: income tax return. He said 
he did this on express orders 
from the Di Carlo mob. . 

That’s one of the things I told 
the senators in Washington last 
month when I testified before a 
subcommittee which is investigat- 
ing gambling on a national scale. 
All you have to do is find out Who 
is in the rackets and how much 
they are raking off would be to 
subpena their income tax returns. 
They're careful about those. Of 
course, I have no authority to 
look at those returns, and so I've 
got to depend on sources like dis- 
gruntled bookmakers for my in- 
formation. 
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All the gamblers I called in 
wanted to know what I would do 
to trip up “The Boss.” I said: 
“OK, I'll arrest him for extortion. 
Then all you fellows can come 
into court and tell what you 
know.” 

You should have heard them 
howl at that. Oh, they were sore 
at “The Boss” all right. One thing 
that riled them particularly was 
that when the “favored six“ 
agreed to kick in they found that 
the other nine bookies were told 
they were favored, too, and also 
continued operating. Still, when 
I told them they should testify 
against Di Carlo, every one of 
them hit the ceiling. They said 
it would be like committing sui- 
cide. 

That was that. Some bookies 
still operated home hide-outs in 
the county. They still had their 
phones. They still got their wire 
service. And just beyond the city 
limits the notorious Jungle Inn 
gambling dive, with 100 slot ma- 
chines and every other kind of, 
gambling device known to man, 
kept packing in the crowds and 
we didn’t have jurisdiction over 
that joint. ,

Five clubs would have been a 
better contract, as it happened, 
but South felt that his own jump 
to three clubs had been a shade 
ambitious, and he was therefore 
afraid to aim at an 11-trick goal. 

West, with deception in mind, 
opened a low heart. Declarer 
could not gain by ducking in 
dummy, so he put up the king 
and was pleased to win the trick. 
However, he was still.a long way 
from home! If he cashed the 
ace of spades and led a second 
round, the opponents would force 
him with hearts, and then a nor- 
mal 4-2 break of the spade suit 
would mean that declarer would 
run out of trumps sooner than 
an adversary. | 

To avoid this, South led a low 
diamond to his king, then led 
and passed the nine of spades. 
East won with the queen and put 
down the heart queen, but South 
did not ruff—he discarded his 
losing diamond. Now another 
heart lead by East would have 
been a very good defensive idea, 
but East feared giving declarer a 
ruff and discard, and so returned 
a low trump. 

This was very satisfactory to 
the declarer! Winning with the 
now blank trump ace, he entered 
his own hand with a club, and 
led the trump jack. East won, 
but whatever-he returned, declar- 
er was in full control. South 
could draw East’s one remaining 
trump and then claim the balance. 

Observe that if East, after tak- 
ing the first trump trick and 
cashing one heart, had continued 
with hearts, declarer would have 
found the contract unmanageable.
